for most Batik purposes. 


However, if "crackled" surface work 
Is desired (and it is a very popula 
form of batik) one part paraffin to five 
parts beeswax will give the consls 
tency.

lure dye-baths. 


To complete the outfit one needs only 


a 'large vessel for the dyeing fluid 


. preferably of copper (the agate 


enamel will work fairly well) and 
small agate pan In which fo melt th 
wax.

wooden building waa- erected at the 
Wamealt Falls, on the Concord river 
In 1813. 


The history of the Spindle Cltr 1* no 


Identical with that of other nunufac 
turing places in New England, and fo: 
two reason: first, because hire were 
gathered together a larger numoer o 
factory people, and among them wer 
ibe .first who showed any vjslble sign 
of mental cultivation; and second, be 
cause it was here that the practice 
what waa called "The Lowell factory 
system" went Into operation, a prac 
lice which included the then new Idea 
tliat corporations should have souls 
and should exercise a paternal Influent 
over the lives ot their operatives. A
